European nations were desperately 
engaged today in running down the 
ring leaders of the great internation­ 
al terrorist plot against the lives of 
American diplomatic officials in Eu­ 
rope. 
Following the attempt to assassi­ 
nate Myron T. Herrick ambassador 
to France, and the hostile demonstra- 
ti on s a g a in st, |he American diplo­ 
mats in Rome and Brussels, it was 
revealed today communists in Eng­ 
land have threatened George Harvey, 
the American 
ambassador 
to 
Bri­ 
tain. 
Fdtpetrators of 
the bomb plot 
against the life of Ambassador Her­ 
rick were still at large this morn- 
but the police have unearthed ad* 
ditional clubs. The police prefecture 
now" believes a woman was involved 
in the conspiracy against Mr. Her­ 
rick. 
The address on the package in 
which the bomb was sent 
to the 
American embassy was written in a 
feminine hand. 
The police are actively searching 
for communist friends 
of 
Niccolo 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, the 
two Italians 
whose 
conviction 
for 
murder in Massachusetts inspired the 
communist anti-American activities in 
Europe. It is reported several friends 
of Sacco and Vanzetti arrived in Paris 
a few days ago and they are believed 
to be in communication with the lead­ 
ers of the French wing of th© corn­ 
in unit party. 
Special police precautions are be­ 
ing taken to prevent an outbreak.

Again Stumbling Block 
in Conference.

Devalera’s 
Telegram

London, Oct 21.—The Irish peace 
conference 
again 
swept 
perilously 
near to the reefs today. When the 
parley was renewed at noon, after 
a recess of three days, it was learned 
a deadlock has been reached in some 
of the committees that are working 
out details. Two developments had oc­ 
curred during the recess to offset 
the progress previously made: 
1—Formal 
declaration ' by 
the 
unionist government of Ulster that 
Ulster will not consent to a single 
Irish parliament which will give the 
Sinn Fein domination of all Ireland. 
2—Earn on n Devalera’s message to 
Pope Benedict stating the Sinn Fein 
is determined upon Irish indepen­ 
dence. 
Devalera’s telegram was described 
as a ‘‘bombshell.” An official who is 
in touch with the inner circles told the 
I. N. S. negotiations appeared to be 
on the verge of a break, but that 
British officials were hopeful the ob­ 
stacles would be overcome. 
It was learned that Premier Lloyd 
George would use as an argum entive 
resolution drawn up by 35 rebellious 
unionist members of parliament ex­ 
pressing grave apprehension 
over 
“negotiations with delegates who have 
repudiated the crown and are under 
oath to establish a republic.” The 
premier planned 
to point out in the 
conference that “England as well as 
Ireland is hampered by radicals and 
that it behooves the leaders on both 
sides to (preventl -Wreckage of the 
peace parley.

Pershing Starts Home

He was accomplished to the station 
by a representative of President Mil- 
lerand, several members of the Cabi­ 
net and many prominent military and 
civil officials. 
General Pershing told the Minister 
of War that his trip to France had 
been one of the happiest events of his 
life and that he hoped to be able to 
return in two or three years.

jo government and at 
least

ed from the Portuguese frontier to­ 
day.

sworn in at Lisbon this 
morning.

tion.

Coelho 
has

assassins will be brought to justice. 
Although aligned with the royally 
forces, Premier Coelho declared the 
new government is n*ot monarchical 
but democratic. 
This dispelled re­ 
ports that ex-King Manuel might be 
recalled from his exile in England. 
Lisbon Is calm today and the streets 
were filled with soldiers.

DISTRICTS P O EM 


Columbus, Oct. 21.— Leaders 
of 
each of the dominant 
parties 
in 
Ohio and the press, regardless 
of 
party affiliation are supporting the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
providing for a re-districting of the 
Ohio Senatorial Districts. This pro­ 
posed legislation has been worked 
out scientifically, rather than politi­ 
cally and it is the almost unanimous 
action of the legislature, where men 
spent weeks framing the proposal 
which will be voted on by the elec­ 
torate at the election next month. 
This redistricting plan is of equal 
interest to the city and country. Un­ 
der the constitution at present, 
it 
provides that when districts have 
not the required population, 
they 
are to be merged with adjoining dis­ 
tricts. 
That means that districts 
would be combined under the con­ 
stitution and there would be 
but 
one representative in the senate for 
five or six counties in many instances 
In fact this prevails at the present 
time in senate representation. Un­ 
less the proposed amendment carries 
it means that in the future three 
br four populace districts 
of 
the 
state will soon 
control 
the 
Ohio 
senate. 
The propbsed redistricting 
plan 
is not partisan and is not sectional. 
It has been pronounced fair by men 
of all 
parties and by the newspa­ 
pers generally. It is rather a sys­ 
tematic redistricting and the repre­ 
sentatives of agriculture and indus­ 
try have wrought it out 
with the 
idea of conserving the best inter­ 
ests of the state at large. 
In addition to the above reasons 
for the support of tftis amendment, 
there are others which ought to ap­ 
peal to every voter in Ohio. In fram­ 
ing the dedistricting resolution, the 
counties were sb grouped that the 
interests of the communities 
are 
taken into consideration. 
Agricul­ 
tural communities are grouped to­ 
gether and industrial communities 
are placed In districts where their 
interests are in common.

GERMANY HEIR 


Washington, Oct. 21.— Formal re­ 
storation of peace 
between 
the 
United States and Germany awaits 
the exchange in Berlin of the ratifi­ 
cation papers and will occur soon. 
The official evidence that the treaty 
has been made, signed by President 
Harding and for deposit in German 
archives, is in course of 
prepara­ 
tion and will be forwarded as soon 
as completed. 
Re-eetabllshment of 
diplomatic 
relations and the working but of a 
supplemental commercial treaty will 
follow the exchange of ratifications. 
It was indicated yesterday that the 
treaty approved by the senate con­ 
tained about all commercial 
pro­ 
visions it had occurred to American 
authorities as desirable. 
There 
are 
certain 
reciprocal 
agreements as to German interests 
in the United States, however which 
tho German government is anxious 
to have written into a commercial* 
pact, and it is expected this will be 
taken up through regular diploma­ 
tic channels.

himself with a shotgun. 
Armed citizens across 
the street 
opened fir© on the bandits, who es­ 
caped in a fusillade of 
shots.

A bag of $700 in 
gold and several thousand dollars in 
Liberty bonds were overlooked by the 
bandits.

tionality and power of the board. 
Another plan, it was learned, is to 
institute court proceedings against the

Whether this 
would be a friendly arrangement be­ 
tween the board and the brotherhoods 
to test the former’s authority could 
not he ascertained. 
I>abor officials 
said today that in every organization 
there are dissatisfied members who 
would lend themselves to such pro­ 
ceedings.

Washington, Oct. 2L—Despite the 
failure of the railroad labor board 
to secure promises from the chiefs of 
the “big four’’ transportation brother­ 
hoods for the withdrawal of orders 
for a nation wide 
railroad strike, 
there was a distinct atmosphere of 
optimism still prevailing in official 
circles today. Members of President 
Hardings’s cabinet were to assemble 
early at the White House to discuss 
the situation. 
The president may call a joint con­ 
ference of railroad 
executives and 
labor leaders if other means cannot 
be found to avert the threatened walk 
out, but the belief continues here 
that the strike will be called off with 
out direct action on the part of the 
government. 
Capitulation 
of the 
brotherhood 
chiefs, it was pointed out, could not 
be expected until they had played 
every cord which they hold, in an 
effort to force 
the assurance from 
railroad heads that further wage de­ 
creases would not be insisted upon 
before the labor board. 
The plan of secretary of Commerce

LUS TO

Chicago, Oct 21.—Preparations for 
the biggest railroad strike in 
the 
history of the United States were go­ 
ing forward today as a result of the 
failure of the conference here be­ 
tween the chiefs of the hip railway 
brotherhods and the United States 
railway labor board to reach an agre© 
m ent 
No further parleys have been 
arranged and, unless a new move 
toward settlement comes within tho 
next nine days the walkout 
set for 
October 30, will take place. 
Both union leaders 
and railway 
executives here tony frankly admit­ 
ted that an impasse had been reach­ 
ed. It was generally conceded that the 
next move toward a settlement must 
come from the federal government at 
Washington. Members of the labor 
board* while declining to make state­ 
ments admitted the conference which 
they had hoped would 
accomplish 
much had been bar*en of result. They 
announced that the board had no, fur­ 
ther plan in mind. 
The heads of the “big five’’ broth­ 
erhoods, as they have come to be 
known since tho union of the switch­ 
men with the trainmen, conductors, 
engineers and firemen either 
had 
left Chicago today or were preparing 
to leave for Cleveland 
where plans 
for fighting the battle that looms 
when tho walkout comes will be pre­ 
pared. 
“We stand pat’’, and “the strike 
will proceed,’’ we*se their parting de­ 
clarations. 
The attempt of the labor board to 
adjust the 
controversy 
ended 
in 
failure when the heads of the Broth­ 
erhoods, after several hours of con­ 
ferences, 
walked out of the parley, 
asserting that the proposals submit­ 
ted by the board were impossible of 
acceptance. 
The proposal of the labor board, 
which 
has rejected, 
contemplated 
postponement of the strike, deferring 
of the request of railroads for fur­ 
ther wage reductions and reductions 
of freight rates to absorb the wage 
cuts that became effective July I. 
It was contention 
of 
the 
union 
leaders that the strike could not he 
postponed. Nothing short of a full 
settlement* they said, could avert the 
strike. 
Railway executives of the western 
lines were to meet today to discuss 
plans for combatting the strike. 
Samuel Felton, president of the 
Chicago and Great Western declared 
that “things look bad’’. Hale Holden, 
of 
the 
Chicago* 
Burlington 
and 
Quincy declared that “the 
situation 


I certainly was not improved any.” 
Beyond announcing that the ad­ 
journment of the 
conference 
was 
“final” and that “we cannot say that 
any beneficial results were obtained,” 
members of the labor board made no 
statement. 
Railvnv* union* separate from tho 
“frug f o f * ’ brotherhoods, including 
those that are affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, con­ 
tinued the various conferences that 
jhave been in progress during the pre­ 
sent week. The policy of the federa-
